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Classification Decision: 


Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years.

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled 12pldrvr.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The computer image file contains a photograph explicitly depicting a naked female 
straddling a male who lies on his back. They are engaged in rear-entry anal 
intercourse. The male reaches over the female’s thighs and spreads her labia so as to 
display her vagina. The female’s demeanour is relaxed, suggesting her enjoyment of 
the activity, while the male’s demeanour cannot otherwise be determined. The activity 
presents as consensual. The spreading of the female’s labia presents as sexual 
conduct of a degrading nature, however its impact is moderated by the relaxed tone of 
the image. The character of the publication indicates that it is intended to titillate or 
sexually stimulate the viewer. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they relate to this publication. The Classification Office considers 
that the availability of the computer image file is likely to be injurious to the public good 
unless it is restricted to adult viewers, due to the explicit depiction of consensual 
sexual activity for the sexual stimulation of the viewer. The limit on the freedom of 
expression resulting from this classification is considered to be reasonable and 
demonstrably justified. 
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
